America's colleges and universities have 
been o lll Dg financially stoce the end of World 



war_II. Their revenues havent risen fast 
enough to keep pace with soaring costs. 

Inflation naturally has hiked the cost of 
, everything the school does. Its Impact has 
been magnllled by the fact that a lot of 
the money that comes to the colleges can't be 
used to pay overhead expenses like coal and 
light bills and Janitor service. 

.Tuition fees can be used that way, but they 
cover only part of the burden. And these fees 
have already been boosted so high In the 
postwar period that they can't be Increased 
much more without dlscouraghig enroll- 
ments. 

Moat schools, big and small, rely chiefly 
upon endowments and otheraypea-of-flnan— 
do! grants to provide expanding revenue 
sources. But, taxes being what they are. the 
big grants aren't so common any more. And 
all too many private gifts are earmarked for 
particular kinds of -research, which usually 
prevents any portion being applied to the 
vital and continuing overhead expenses. 
Curing and Blnco-tho war, the federal gov- 
ernment hos helped colleges carry on by 
granting funds for specific research purposes, 
ordinarily projects affecting weapons de- 
velopment.

The question, of course. Is whether 
such distribution could be on a 
scale large enough to reduce sub- 
stantially the volume of commodi- 
ties now on the aurplus shelf.

Emmett J. Leahy a noted archi- 
vist— or expert in records— says 
private business ' 
coukl save "mil- 
lions a year" If 
business would 
follow the lead of 
gore m menL—In.

dent of national 
records manage- 
ment council, a 
non-profit organ- 
ization.

"Oovemment agendes have saved 
taxpayers more than million 
dollars by housecleanlng old rec- 
ords and practicing birth control on 
new ones," Leahy says. "Business 
and industry lag far behind." 

The record expert got his first 
assignment with the navy in IDJB. 
He and three others were hired to 
survey the navy's paperwork. As a 
remit, tons of uieleis old records 
were burned. This made room for 
modem reports and, u Leahy says, 
dld^away with a dangeroua fire 

Other government agenclei have 
followed suit. 

Aa of today, according to X<eahy, 
only l/3Sth of all government rec- 
ords ever find their way Into the 
crowded nxmnal archives. 

Old records are dangerous. In the 
opinion of the NRMO president. 

"They are great breeders of per- 



pctual errors," Leahy says. "Every 
BO often, experts should be InVlted 
to cull through the reports and do 
some wholesale throwing away. The 
troutile with lltirariea where paper- 
work Is stored Is that they generally 
are maimed by Inexperienced help."
